Charles Wingate, residing south of 
Sedalia, near Flat creek, reports that 
field of young cora has beep dam­ 
aged to such an extent that replant­ 
ing will he absolutely necessary for 
the entire field. 
Louis Monseds, of the Smithton 
vicinity, reports that he has a field 
of corn surrounded on four sides by 
meadow and pasture lands, and that 
i he army worm did considerable dam­ 
age on the outer edges of the corn 
field in advancing from the meadows 
On the farm of C harles McEniry p.

fields. 
When dry weather cu's short 
bs food supply, it is obliged to mi­ 
grate in search cif fresh food and will 
destroy any cultivated 
crop 
which 
comes in its way. 
Tile army worm 
at this time, is about half grown and 
vin measure from one-half inch to a 
little over an inch iii length. 
If is 
marked with light and dark stripes 
running lengthwise of its body. 
In the control of the army worm, 
prevention is most effective. If crops 
are rotated so as not to permit sod 
to continue iii a field too long or so 
Bs to break up waste lands regularly, 
tile breeding of the pest can be large­ 
ly prevented. 
At this time, however 
remedies and not preventive meas 
tires are necessary. 
The Missouri College of Agriculture 
recommends two methods of check 
ing the army worm. 
The one con 
sists of the use of a roller,. \ righted 
brush or drag run over the infested 
portions of fields so as to crush or 
grind up as many of the caterpillars 
as possible. 
This 
method can 
be 
used only in a relatively few cases on 
account of injuring growing crops. 
The second remedy is a ditch used av 
a trap into 
which 
the 
migrating 
worms fall, where they can I* 5 killed 
with coal oil or by burning straw or 
similar material in the ditch.

ing a deep furrow and then using a

1905, let it 
go into the hands of Judson Harmon 
as receiver. 
In the summer of 1909 
it was taken over by the Baltimore & 
Ohio under an agreement, it is stated, 
by which the stock was to lie ac­ 
quired from Morgan & Co., but not 
to be paid for until December, 1916.
